The fire started in the 
drying room, a wooden structure, at the 
corner of the main building, which was 
a seven story brick, and in one hoar the 
entire pile was a mass of ruins. The 
loss i* estimated at $400,000, in sored 
for $250,000. Two hundred and fifty 
men arc thrown out of employment. 
The refinery belonged to the Hainlins, 
of Buffalo, N. Y. 


The fire is supposed to have origina- 


ted from inflammable particles floating 
in the air in the drying room, being ig- 
nited from'on overheated journal. In 
• short time the entire building was in 
a blase, and being at the lower extrem- 
ity of the city, over four miles distant 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Thn senate 


virtually suspended business for a half- 
hour or more to day, raiting to receive 
the cabinet nominations.
